SECRET CELLS 
IN THE VATICAN 


Interesting Disceveries Fol- 
low Panic Caused by 
Crumbling Walls. 


Special Cable. | 

Rome, August 4.—The panic in the vat- 
ican when it was thought the walls were 
falling, led to a thorough investigation, 
and it was found that all the walls, inter- 
nal and external, are more or less un- 
safe. The apostolic palace dates from the 
time of Nicholas V, who became pope 
in 1447, and from that time on every pon- 
tiff has added or taken away—usually the 
former, without a thought as to whether 
the walla were strong enough to bear ad- 
ditional weight. 

In the course of the present examina- 
tion several interesting discoveries have 
been made, such as apartments decorated 
by Giovanni da Udine and Pierin del Ver- 
ga, covered for centuries by whitewash. 
In the Sistine chapel, between the garret 
and the roof has been found a kind of 
prison, m®h Mke the Piombi of Venice. 
It has always been known that there were 
secret cells in the apostolic palace, used 
only for those of high rank, and that 
some cardinals had died in them, but 
their sitatdTion had been lost in the course 
of centuries, from disuse let us Tope, and 
although they had often heen searched 
for kh is onky now tha, they have come 
to Nght. :

Of the ten men who escaped through 
the hole in the wall seven were speedily 
recaptured and put in frons. ‘The other 
convicts were cowed by the rifieés of the 
troops, and, after being disarmed, were 
marched back to their cells,

$250 for the hire of carriages “on his 
own.’ This had nothing to do with the 
item of sending laborers to work. The 
men, it was alleged, could have easily 
gone to their work by ‘bus, at an ex- 
pense of about 6 cents for the return 
journey; inetead of being sent to Lon- 
don. Bridge station, en -route to Ling- 
field, in hired broughams. In investigat- 
ing the carriage bill an attempt was 
nade to bring to light the fact that the 
former master of the workhouse used 
these conveyances for taking some of his 
“laliy friends’ out for airings and to 
various London theaters and other places 
of amusement. As this phase of the sub- 
ject was looked upon, however, in the 
light of a side Issue, it was passed over 
by the government representative. 
Attention was also concentrated on the 
lavish expenditure made by the guar- 
dians, who, in all their purchases favored 
local contractors. It was brought to 
ight, in thig connection, that, during 
the last year, prices of certain imple- 
ments used in the workhouse have in- 
creased in a mysterious way, altogether 
disproportionate tg the price paid for 
the same articles in the previous year. 
hor instance, In 1896, copper pans were 
purchased at $1.25 per dozen; whereas 
in’ 1896 the same pans were bought by 
the guardians at $5 per dozen; carving 
knives at $2.50 per dozen in 1895 were 
in 1896 bought at 87.50 per dozen, while 
coffee pots were bought at $15 per 
dozen, though the lowest tenders of con- 
tractors. outside of Poplar were only 
$1.50 per dozen for the game quality of 


coffee pot. The lowest tender for carv- 
ing knives was $1.50 per dozen, but the 
guardians favored a bill for $10 per 
dozen. 


“High Old Time.” 


One of the most interesting revelations 
In connection with the Poplar enquiry 
came to light when the farm colony, run 
in conjunction with the workhouse, was 
considered. This colony had been started 
for the purpose of supplying “profitable” 
work t« the surplus unemployed who 
could not get into the workhouse proper. 
On a farm of 70 acres, which had pre- 
vicously been worked by six men, there 
were drafted [42 paupers, 
management of seventeen officials. 

According to testimony supplied by the 
local police in the neighborhood of the 
colony all these men had a 


victed of misdemeanors. -On Saturday af- 
ternoons it was usual for these ‘farm 
colonists’’ to visit the nearést saloons. 
Many of them were supplied with railway 
fares and forty-eight hours’ leave for the 
purpose of “looking for work.” It was 
pointed out that they could scarcely find 
work on Saturday after 4 p. m., and that 
as the principal part of their leave in- 
cluded Sunday, the main object of the 
time allowance was to afford them a 
chance of going home to their wives and 
families at public expense. 

These farm colonists were supplied with 
1,300 pounds of best poultry, supplement- 
ed by “good English ox beef, freshly

Berlin, August 4.—One of the bold@st 
anq most remarkable personal attacks 
upon the kaiser which a German news- 
paper has ever had the courage to print 
‘Was published this week by The Na- 
tional Zeitung, of Berlin. The attack :s 
all the more remarkable because it ema- 
nates from a journal which is generally 
understood to be highly ‘‘semi-official.” 
Apropos of the kaiser’s failure, up to 
the present ime, to dignity the birth of 
his first grandson with the expected act 
of imperial clemency in the shabe of a 
general amnesty, The National Zeitung 
upbraids him for being seriously out of 
touch with public opinion in Germany, 
and asserts that he ig being misinofrmed 
and misicd by fawning courtiers. 

The journal says this process has 
reached a ‘‘dangerous’” point for. the 
welfare of the nation, and calls upon the 
kaiser in plain language to give greater 
heeq to the voice of the people. The 
article intimates that the emperor’s im- 
pulsive, strenuous nature fills with thorns 
whe qaths of officials who realjy attempt 
to be. his advisers, but insists that he 
owes jt to the loyal monarchical people 
of the fatherland to take thefr views 
and wishes more into consideration. 

It is declared that the German. people 
share with the emneror the affront he 
must feel at King Edward's ostentatious 
Cisinclination to meet his imperial 
nephew, and at other marks of ill will 
by memilgsrs of the British royal family, 
and that {it is poor recompense to this 
spirit of loyalty and compassion for thetr 
sovereign that he celebrates the birth of 
the future German emporer by according 
‘gracious permission’ to his yacht’s band 
to play a certain parade march on festive 
occasions.

Two Days on Gililee. 

The Sea of2 Galilea, beautiful as it 
is with its clear water and its pic- 
turesque environment, is a treacherous 
body of water. Its surface is swept by 
sudden gusts o€ wind and_ tempests 
often lash it until its waves beat high 
upon the shore. A resident of Tiberias 
told us that he had seen it when it 
might be mistaken for an ocean, so vi0- 
lently was it agitated, and he bore testi- 
mony also to the unexpected squalls 
that visit it. 

We spent two days on the sea, and in 
crossing it found the wind so variable 
that probably half a dozen times the sail 
became useless and it was necessary to 
resort to the oars. Tiere was no great 
tempest while we were there, and the 
waves did not “beat into the ship,’”’ Sut 
the wind was at times contrary. The un- 
certainty of the weather has been at- 
tributed to the numerous ravines or Can- 
yons which run down from the moun- 
tains round about the sea, and as these 
are the same now that they were two 
thousand years ago, travel upon the lake 
is attended with the same risk that it 
was then. |

Secretary Root in Petropolis. 

Before I describe Rio de Janeiro 
proper, which lies on a narrow piain te- 
tween the mountains and tne harbor, 
let me take you up to Petropolis, where 
the foreign diplomats live al} the year 
round, and where Secretary Root and 
our delegates are now spending their 
nights, going out and in to Rio day af-er 
day. 

Petropolis Mes just back of Rio, but 
it is more than half a mile straight up 
in the air above it. To reach it one 
crosses the bay on a steamer, a dis- 
tance of twelve miles, then flies over 
swamps upon cars to the -foot of the 
mountains and then rises up them by 
means of a cog railroad like that or 
Pike’s Peak. 

This ride is a succession of wonders. 
dt starts in a jungle of gigantic trees 
loaded with orchids, with a mat of green 
bushes far below. Now one sees a fern 
as high as a three-story house, and now 
feathery bamboos many feet higher. The 
road winds this way and that. It 
crosses ravine after ravine with silvery 
waterfalls flowing down them. it 
passes in and out of tunnels, and at 
times runs under rocks a thousand feet 
thick which seem ready to drop ‘down 
and crugh it. 

AS one rises he has magnificent views 
of ‘Rid and the harbor.

Hutton Says United States Will 
Read) Maximum Production in 
Six Yeare and Then W.il 
Dawn Era of Gambling 
That Will Ruin the

London, August 4.—‘‘In six years from 
now the maximum production of the 
United States will have been reached, 
and unless Europe has provided herself 
with other sources of supply we shall 
then see the cotton trade develop into a 
struggle for supplies of the raw ma- 
terial, and we shall experience a period 
of speculation and gambling which may 
result in the partial ruin of the cotton 
industry of Europe."’ 

In these words Mr. James Arthur Hut- 
ton, vice chairman of the British Cotton 
Growing Association, inatcates a danger 
which he believes may threaten the cot- 
ton trade. 

The Amertcan cotton belt, {n the sonth- 
ern states, is at present the only source 
of cotton supply, and that if it were, 
from one cause or another, denied, ruin 
would fall with the certainty of fate 
upon some of England's greatest manu- 
facturing centers.

Mr. Hutton thinks that America cannot, 
however, for many years cope with t..e 
increasing’ demand that is being made | 
upon her. With the.present rate of in- 
crease in the world’s population at least 
400,000 extra bales of cotton are required 
each year to meet its requirements. This 
means that each year an additiona] mil- 
lion acres must be put under cotton. 

Present: Consumpticn. 

Mr. Hutton puts the present consump- 
tion of American cotton at fust 12,000,000 
bales, which requires 29,000,000 acres 
for its production. In ten years’ time, he 
says, there must be. 39,000,000 acres 
funder cotton to supply the world’s. re- 
Quirements. With these figures in view 
Mr. Hutton quotes the estimate supplied 
by Mr. Henry G. Kittredge at a meeting 
of the Cotton Manufacturers’ Association 
lon September 21, 1904, that 35,000,000

Tests of the Clays. 


Many tests have been made of the qual- 
ities of the kaolinite found in these 
Twiggs county mines.

THD WEEK IN WALL STREET. 


New York, August 4.—BKEarly in the 
week there was a good deal of unsettle- 
ment and trregularity in the market, 
following the rise of the previous week. 
But an animated speculation broke out 
after the action of the directors of th 
United States Steel Corporation in de- 
claring a dividend on the common stock 
and prices were swept to a higher level 
throughout. The dealings were uneven- 
ly distributed and a greatly dispropor- 
tionate interest was shown in a group of 
stocks influenced by rumors of import- 
ant projects pending, which remained 
unauthorized by official sanction. The 
speculation was based on a general con- 
viction that powerful capitalists had en- 
tered on operations in the stock market 
and that a concerted policy had been at- 
tempted in favor of awakening the dor- 
mant public interest in the securities 
market. With the successive return of 
various capitalists from Eurapean vac- 
tions and with the action. of stocks in 
which they were interested, there has 
been a gatanering impresion that. their 
opinion wae in favor of higher prices for 
stocks. This opinion is inferred not only 
from the market movement of special 
stocks but from the action of conpora- 
tion directorship, especially in the case 
of United States Steel corporation. The 
dividend on the steel stock ig accepted 
as an earnest of the confidence of the 
directors in the maintenance of the pros- 
perous conditions itn the industry of 
which they are the chief representatives. 
It was also regarded as a formulation of 
a policy of larger disbursements to 
stockholders in general. There have 
been many evidences of dissatisfaction 
stockholders with the small proportion 
of earnings annually disbursed, and or- 
wanized movements and even legal pro- 
cesses have been resorted to for the pur- 
pose of enforcing more liberal disburse-

D. Dempsey, who being sworn, says that on the 30th day of September, 1902, he was a brakeman in the 
employ of the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louls Railway Company, and as such was severely injured near 
the Seaboard junction in Fulton county, Georgia. 

Deponent says that he employ ed Hoke Smith as attorney to represent him in collecting damages from 
the railroad company for the injuries received™and executed a contract with Hoke Smith, under the 
terms of which Mr. Smith was to be allowed one-fifth of whatever amount was recovered by settlement, it 
belng understood that Mr. Smith's proportion of the recovery was to be one-third in the event suit was 
brought ‘and tried. : 

Deponent says that the claim was in the hands of Mr. Smith for about elght months, during which time 
deponent was needy and anxious to have the claim settled, and so repeatedly stated to Mr. Smith. 

In or about the month of June, 1908, Mr. Smith sent for. deponent to come to his office, and told 
him that his case could be settled for twenty-five hundred dollars ($2,500.00), but for no more. 

On this statement, deponent believing it to be true and that no greater settlement could be had, and 
imposing implicit confidence in nis counsel, authorized: him to. close the settlement on a basis of $2,500.00. 

Shortly afterwards Mr. Smith stated to deponént that the settlement bad been .closed and the money col- 
lected and presented to deponent a voucher drawn up, purporting to settle the claim for the sum of 
$2,500.00, which Mr. Smith had deponent to sign and which Mr. Smith then deposited to his own account, 
offering deponent a check for two-thirds of the amount represented by the voucher. Deponent called Mr. 
Smith's attention to the contract and to the fact that the claim had been settled wihout the necessiy of 
trying a suit, and Mr. Smith finally agreed to accept the amount fixed by the contract fn the event of set- 
tlement, and then gave deponent his personal check for $1,419.15. This sum was intended to cover depo- 
nent’s part of the settlement, $2,000.00, less advances which had been made by Mr. Smith to deponent from 
time to time since deponent gave him the case, up to the date settlement was closed. Of these advances 
Mr. Smith gave deponent $75.00 at the time the contract was executed and then different sums in varying 
amounts during the succeeding eight morths aggregating $580.85. 

The two thousand dollars so received represents the entire’ sum received by deponent in any way, di- 
rectly or indirectly, as a result of the settlement of his claim against the railroad company, and deponent 
supposed that it was, in fact, four-fifths of the actual settlement and so believed until quite recently, 
when he ascertained that his claim had, in reality, been settled with the attorneys of the railroad com- 
pany for the sum of thirty-five hundred dollars ($3,500.00). 

Deponent sas that Mr. Smith at no time intimated to deponent that his claim had been sé€ttled for 
$3,500.00, or could be settled for any such gum, but on the contrary; stated that it could not be settled 

' for more than $2,500.00, and at one time urged plaintiff to accept eighteen hundred dollars ($1,800.00) in 
settlement of the claim.

BOLDIERS AND 6,000 STRIKERS 
HAVE CONFLICT AT UZOVEA 
Jzovka, Russia, August 4.--The sltua- 


tion here tg very serious. At Donetz, the 
center of the mining and smelting indus- 
try, a procession of over 6,000 strikers 
marched today singing the ‘‘Marseillaise” 
to the residence of Governor General Har- 
fung, and demanded the release of the 
orators arrested at last night's meeting. 
Many of those in tHe procession carried 
clubs. The governor general refused to 
release the prisoners, and when the pro 
ceasionistse declined to obey a summons 
to disperse, a detachment of dragoons 
swept down o nthem with sabers and 
whips, wounding about a hundred per- 
sons, some of them seriously. Wholesale 
arrests were made, including the leaders 
of the strikers. 

More than 2,000 miners are now On 
strike and more than 1,000 of them have 
organized themselves into a miltary body.

Comer Replies to Attacks by Saying 
the Child Labor Agitation Is an 
Effort to Break Down 
the Mill Interests 
of the South. 


; 


Montgomery, Ala., August 4.—(SpectalJ 
B. B. Comer and Dr. R. M. Cunning- 
ham, rival candidates for the democratic 
nomination for governor, spoke at Re-| 
form, Ala., last night, where they met) 
in joint debate. Mr. Comer was very | 
warm at times and expressed indignation | 
at the attempts to stir up opposition | 
to him by the publication of stories) 
about his record on the child labor ques- | 
tion. He said that it was simply an ef-| 
fort to shift the issue from the real issue, 
that of railroad rate legislation jn the) 
state. 

Dr. Cunningham was very vigorous in 
his actiong and called Mr. Comer to ac- 
count for many things that he had said 
and done and so intense grew the feeling 
at one time that both men were at the 
front of the stage at the same time 
talking. Mr. Comer says the agitation 
about child labor is nothing more than 
an attempt on the part of the mill men 
of :the east to break down the mill in- 
terests of the south. He also said that 
his opponents are fostering a movement 
to injure the manufacture of cotton in 
‘the south. 

Dr. Cunningham said, discussing his 
rate record, that he had urged Governor 
Jelks to calj a special session of the 
legislature to legislate on this line if it, 
were found that the railroad commis- 
sion law was not good, as had been sug- 
gested. 

The race between these two men is) 
getting more enthusiastic every day. 
Cunningham has refused to have a cam- 
paign committee and is making his own 
fight. Comer’s friends have arranged to 
send out 800 pounds of first-class mail| 
in his behalf this month.

So 
long a# the assassins commit no outrages | 
in Great Britain they will not be hound- 
ed by the police, and so long as they are 
not hounded by the police they will re- 
spect British prejudice against assass!- 
nation. On neither side ig there any 
element af gratitude.

tries where the police and the anarch- 
ists are engaged in an “unending feud 
that lasts from generation to generation. 


Desperadoes in London. 

They declare that so long as London 
remains an asylum for these desperadoes 
it is impoesible to defeat their plots. 
Hunted out of Naples or Vienna or Mad- 
rid, taney flee to London, where they are 
free to conspire against the govern- 
ments of the world. For many years the 
nglish secret service was able to keep 
a close watch on the foreign anarchists, 
but of late they have spread all over 
England, and are by no means exclu- 
sively alien Many Englishmen have 
become taf@fed with the germ of an- 
archy, and the propaganda has ramifica- 
tions beyond the practical knowledge of 
tne police. At one time it might. have 
been possible for the British government 
to round up every anarchist in the cotin- 
try and deport him. No such drag net 
could now be successfully cast. 

The Balfour government, however, re- 
alized the gravity of the situation, and 
at the last session of -parliament a bill 
was passed enabiing the authorities to 
deport undesirable aliens. No anarchist 
aastening from the scene of hig crime 
to London would now be admitted, but 
would be handed over to ‘the poltee. 
What Britain has #0 far refused to do is 
to surrender London anarchists suspect- 
ed of complicity in a foreign plot. It {s 
announced that there is to be a confer- 
ence on this subject, and, without ex- 
ception, every Huropean power will urge 
the British government to adopt the pol- 
icy that prevails outside of Wngland. 
Indignation and horror at the Madrid 
outrage May cause some change to be 
made, although there are gound reasons 
for the maintenance of the present Brit- 
ish policy of ignoring anarchists. 


Difficulty of Conviction. 


The best reason ts that a change would 
be ineffectual. As already remarked, 
many of the anarchists living in Great 
Britain are unknown. Those who are 
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known to the police have no reason for 
concealing their opinions on government. 
A crusade against them would resuit in 
their denial of anarchistis sympathies. 
How is @ man to be convicted of opin- 
ions’ if it is to his interest to hide them? 
The most gealous hunting down of sus- 
pects would not exterminate the breed, 
and the attempt could only be made by 


adopting a system of espionage and ter- 
rorism that is repugnant to the average

‘Won Her Welcome Easily. 

The fact that many women of the 
horth have come south, visited the cotton 
mills, made sensational charges, writ- 
ten books not only incensing the people 
of the central south generally, but do- 
ing gross injustice through perversion of 
facts not only to the employer, but the 
employee of the factory, makes difficult 
sometimes the way of the man or woman 
who acknowledges that their object is 
to investigate conditions as they are. 
Miss Beeks, however, In her earnestness 
of purpose, her strictly business methods 
and her frankness of expression, found 
the door of the factory and the factory 
home open to her, and her investigation 
was attended with interest and courteous 
consideration. ' 

Her object as clearly set forth by her 
was to see what the manufacturers of 
cotton goods in the south have done to 
ameliorate the conditions under which 
their employees work and live. This in- 
cluded an inspection of the mills as well 
as an investigation of the social condi- 
tions. The cotton industry having been 
developed to the greatest extent in South 
Carolina, the largest number. of mills 
was visited in that state. Children be- 
ing employed, the question of child lta- 
bor was naturally involved in the in- 
quiry. While her report shows that there 
are isolated cases of very young chii- 
dren at work, 2s well as too many uwn- 
der i2 years, the legal age in South 
Carolina and Alabama, credit has been

“The only points of criticism relative | 
to negligence in providing for the com; | 
fort of the employees in the mills are bad| 
ventilation and poor jainitor service in!

“Some of the toilet rooms are in the 
ends of the mills and are well ventilaied 
by windows and the exhaust system, but 
others are in the centers of the mills with 
no provision for ventilation. To explain 
their unclean. condition, it was claimed 
‘hat the operatives, being migratory and 
moving constantly from one village to an- 
other, only remain in one mill long enough 
to learn the first lesson in cleanliness, The 
feeling of discouragement relative to the 
difficulty of educating what the mill men 
term ‘that ‘rough class of people’ to the 
proper use of such conveniences would be 
amusing to the employer who has had to 
solve the problem with immigrant labor. 
It should ibe comparatively easy to so edu- 
cate the native Ekinghish speaking opera- 
tives in the southern cotton mills. But, 
the question of janitor service is left to 
superintendents and foremen. Elsewhere 
it has been proven that when the expense 
of jaintor service is charged to the various 
departisents, the foremen who are re- 
quired to keep down the cost of manu- 
facturing neglect their ‘housekeeping’ du- 
ties; and that employees will not make 
proper use of unclean, unsanitary ar- 
rangemen:.s. When the unclean condition 
of the, toilet rooms, which with one ex- 
ception was inexcusably bad, was called 
to uvheir attention, several of the mill pres- 
idents immediately undertoox to improve 
the me-hod of caring for them.

“To learn the facts relative to such 
statements, an incessant effort was made 
to see the worst as well as the best con- 
ditions, The village, universally regarded 
the worst, was carefully inspected, 
| it cannot honestly be claimed that 
homes of. the operatives living there 
are as unhealthful as those of theein- 
mates of the tenments in our -v.eat 
cities. This village, it is true, was a sad 
contrast to those of progressive em- 
ployers who are gradually forcing the 
others to come up to thelr standard. 
The houses are merely clapboarded. The 
interiors are usually sufficiently spa- 
cious. Although the lots are not as 
large as elsewhere because the mill ts in 
a good sized town, there is ample space 
for ventilation. A most serious criticism 
is the fact that the employer in this 
village has not provided a general cow 
shed or pasture, the employees being 
permitted.to keep the cows in their yards 
—and they insist upon keeping cows, also 
occasionally, pigs. Sometimes the live 
stock is directly under the bedroom win- 
dow. Of course, this is unhealthful and 
aids {n contaminating the well water. 
The general aspect of the Village is un- 
sightly. The absence of paint, trees, 
gardens, and other elevating influences 
makes this village comparatively unde- 
sirable. But, while all are not model 
settlements, the conditions pictured in 
the paragraph above quoted do not exist 
in this or any of the other villages visit- 
ed. It may be stated that generally the 
premises are extremely neat in the cot- 
ton mill villages, and that only in the 
homes of new arrivals from the primi- 
tive districts are the interiors of the cot- 
tages unclean. Many a housewife could 
take lessons in cleanliness from the 
home of the average mill ,operative. 
Where they still exfst, the old clapboard 
house are being remodeled with weather 
boarding, or torn down and replaced; 
some of the new homes are being fin- 
ished with walls of wood fiber: and 
where not Included in the orginal plans, 
porches with railings are now being 
added, the employers considering that 
such improvements give greater com-: 
fort to their tenants.,’’ 


Education and Recreation. 

Of the education of the factory peo- 
ple, the report states: 

“The public school system fn the south 
is still In an imperfect condition, and, 
furthermore, state appropriations are in. 
sufficient to maintain the schools longer 
than four months in each year. In 
one village where the population {s 5,000, 
2.200 being operatives, 750 children are 
being educated at the present time by 
the mill owner. In some cther villages 
the mill owners pay the greatest amount 
of taxes to support the schools for the 
reghlar term of four months, and then, 
in addition, maintain them |. entirely at

week. Furthermore, it {s the character- 
istic of the negro to roam at night. Re- 
ing drowsy. therefore. during the day, 
the rythm ofsfhe machinery puts him to 
sleep. 

“The child labor problem may be met 
partly by the invention of machinervy to 
displace the children. A letter from the 
president of the Saxon mills in South 
Carolina, calling unon the National Civie 
Federation to aid in this matter is 
quoted here: 

“ If your organization can tnfluence 
the Draper Company or other leaders 
in inventions to perfect machines to 
doff the -vinning frames and to catch 
up an insert between the rolls the 
broken sliver, you will in my jfudg- 
ment be alming straighter at the 
mark of the final solution of the child 
labor problem than any one who has 
yet interested themselves in it. I wish 
sineerely that vou could put the whole 
influence of your organization upon 
an agitation of the need of automatic 
machinery in the spinning room 
where the problem ig, in the judgment 
of many, no more difffult than has 
heen solved 1 both the weaving and 
drawing-in rooms, and the need ts far 
greater.’ 

‘He suggested prize competitions to 
bring the question to the attention of 
inventors generally. The automatic looms 
and drawing-in frames are so marvelous 
as to be uncanny, and surely it is pos- 
sible to provide for doffing by ma- 
chinery, which would reduce the number 
of operatives required for tbat work. 
The drawinge-in frame takes the place of 
seventeen girls, and will perform in eight 
minutes work that used to require about 
four hours, 

“The automatic loom, which has lessen- 
ed the number of operatives required for 
weaving, has an adjustment for suvply- 
ing mechanically fresh bobbins filled 
with yarn when those in use have be- 
come empty. This operation is not dis- 
similar to the process of doffing in the 
spinning room. 

“One of the greatest needs is the 
creation of public sentiment in favor of 
the modern legislation required, which 
at the present. time is* advocated, and 
understood principally by the employers. 
Generally speaking, the agitation has 
been promoted by well-meaning but mis- 
guided theorists who have not acquainted 
themselves with the conditions under 
which the people work or the bisimess 
management and financial problems of 
the mills. Compulsory education is the 
first essential. As this means a cdfi- 
siderable increase in taxation, publio 
sentiment will be required for that one 
reform more than on any other.”

Corporal Hans von Wuesthoff, Sixth in. 
fantry. is dead. 
the best known enlisted man in the 
United States army. There was hardly 
a man in the regular service from bugler 
to lieutenant general who had not hea’ 1 
his romantic story. 

Just hefore the outbreak of the Spanish 
war Von Wuesthoff arrived in New 
York. He came over in a German liner, 
and, although he spoke English fluently 
and was a man of Splendid ampearance. 
he faileqd to get employment. Then came 
the war with Spain.’ The young German 
did not hesitate a minute. and he was 
amome the very first of the recrufts en- 
listed for the regular establishment. in 
this city. 

The bearing® of the new recruit at- 
tracted the attention of his commanding 
officers,. who the nfoment they locke? hin: 
over tealized that he was no ordinaary 
sort of a soldier. They questioned hini 
and learned that he was the son of 
German nobleman, and that while a stu- 
dent at Heidelberg he had fought a duel 
with another student that had resulte] 
in his expulsion from the unfversity.
